hundred vears ago the kite was an abundant 
species, Apart from the observations of our own 
authorities of the period, eminent natur-

many kites as he saw around London Bridge. 
Later, Belon, the French ornithologist, re- 
marked that kites were scarcely more nume 
rous in Cairo than in London, feeding on 
the garbuge of the streets and of the Thames. 

ye same writer tells us that at that time 
(1565) this species, and the raven, were ond 
tected by law in the City of London, their 
value as scavengers being s«ppreciated. 
Turner, Dean of Wells, in the m of the 
sixteenth century, with whom the mar of 
British ornithology may be said to have 
started, confirmed the abundance of the kite 
in England, and added that it was so ra- 
pacious as to snatch meat from the hands of 
children in the cities and towns.

Chis article was written with the object ot 
demonstrating yet another instance in which 
the hand of man is responsible for the dis- 
appesrance of a once familiar bird in Great 
Britain. 1t can hardly be concluded, how- 
ever, without mention being made of one or 
two points of interest regarding the bird 
itself. 

The chief distinguishing feature of the 

Kite is its forked tail, which at once catches 
the eye of even the ordinary observer. his 
tai! is ar important part in the mechanism 
of the bird's flight, and it is interesting to 
recall "liny’s remark, that man learnt the 
art of steering from the Kite. The familiar 
toy of our boyhood, of course, derived iis 
nume from this bird, whose gliding flight is 
mentioned both by poet and naturalist. 
Dr. Salter, in his paper, refers to the 
partiality of the Kite for building its nest in 
some wood, or copse, close to man’s habita- 
tion. The nest is composed of sticks on the 
cutside, into which is deposited a mass of 
stuff, such, as grass tussocks, moss, hair 
tufts, wool, etc.: then follows a lining of 
matted sheep's wool. To this lining some 
miscellaneous articles are added in the form 
of decorations. These consist of bits of cloth, 
rags, twine, rope, paper, and other oddments, 
hence the passage in Winter's Tale, Act IV., 
scene 3: “When the Kite builds, look to 
lesser linen’ ; a just warning, no doubt, to 
tha laundry-maid of those days.

AN UNUSUAL CASE. 


(SEFORE MR, JUSTICE HANNA.) 

An «application was heard regarding the 
assets, amounting to about £2,500, of Miss 
Rebecca Frances Millar, late of Stranorlar, 
Co. 5 al, who died on 11th September, 
1926, leaving as her only next-of-kin Frances 
Mary Anderson and Andrew Millar Anderson, 
niece and nephew. 

lt appeared that after the death of Miss 
Millar two wills were found, both dated

her last will. Both were witnessed by

executed. ‘The only difference in the devices 
was that in one will a legacy of £300 was

ving him the £100 legacy, and Frances 
Macy Anderson was prepared to accept as 
the last will the wil] giving him £300. 

Both wills had been produced in court on 
24th May, 1928, when an application was 
made in the matter and adjourned. Since 
then the wills had been lost and could not 
be found, but copies of them were in 
existence, and it was now sought by agree- 
ment between the parties to have admitted 
to probate the will ueathing £100 to Mr. 
Anderson. By her wills the iestatrix left 
a number of legacies, including £150 to the 
Minister and Committee of the Stranoriar 
Presbyterian Church, and in both wills she 
a ted Margaret Frances Mary Anderson 
her sole residuary legatee 

Mr. Justice Hanna remarked that he had 
never had such a case as this, and he would 
like counsel to quote some authority on it.

The second expedition will leave about 
August 12th by the Canadian Pacific:, 
and after reaching Montreal will proceed, 
via Niagara and New York, to Boston, 
where they will arrive on August 20th, 
the day before the eclipse. 

Total eclipses usually can be seen only 
in far away places, like the Indian Oceam 
Siberia or other almost inaccessible 
regions. No doubt, the coming event, 
occurring in the height of the summer 
season, is likely to attract goodly con-

Appeal courts also would be established 
to hear disputes. Under the bill wayes 
would be not less than the standard rates 
unless the committees permitted redu: 
tions. An employer who could not show 
within two years that he employed tix 
number of disabled men prescribed by the 
Minister of Labour would be liable upon 
couviction to a penalty of £100, and to a 
further raw ppd of £5 per working month 
per disabled man who ought to have been 
employed.

Arising out of the report of the Auditor- 
General, calling attention to an item ol 
£252 tor & grand piano for the Yiceregal 
Lodge, the Committee states :— 

“With the exééption of the quarters pro- 
vided for olfivers of the Army, the majority 
oi the residences furnished from public funds 
were transferred at the time of the ‘lreaty. 
It would, therefore, appear to be a reason- 


of expenditure on these residences should 
not be exceeded. ‘thé Committee learned 
that in some respects this standard

least Oné instance articles, such as plate, 
linen, cutlery, éte., which hitherto formed 


ow supplied at the expense of the tax- 
ayer. A further departure from the pre- 
tr eaty standard, namely, the supply of a grand 
piano at & cost of. £232, was approyed in the 
year under review. While. the Committee 
recognises that the dividing line between the 
articles that should and those which should 
not be borne oh public funds may frequently 
be difficult to determine, it is of opinion that 
as a rule the supply of musical instruments 
for othér,than public, educational or instruc- 
tional purposes cannot be regarded as coming 
within the former categery, and the difficulty 
is increased when, as in the 
& substantial sum 38 voted annually to the 
occupant to cover maintehance ahd other 
expenses. 

‘Reference was also made in the course 
of the examination on this particular charge 
against the Vote to the need for an instru 
ment at State functions, but no evidence was 
submitted to the Committee to show that the 
purchase of an instrument outright was more 
économical than hiring one fér stich occasions, 
as was done under the former régime. In the 
opinion of the Committee, official residences 
ate furnished on an adequate and generous 
scale, and any change in the existing stan- 
dard should be in the nature of restriction 
father than extension. Therefore, while it is 
hot proposed to disallow this particular item, 
the Committee is strongly of opinion that 
charges of this character should not be 
admitted against public funds.” 

The Committee took evidence regatding 
the purchase of a motor car at a total cost 
of £617 for use of a Headotiarters officer of 
the Garda. The amount originally provided 
for the purpose was £500. ‘The sanction of 
the Department of Finance was sought in 
the first instance for the purchase of a car 
6f a particular make at a cost of £672. In 
refusing sanction for the purchase at this 
figure, the Department of Finance pointed 
out that cars apparently quite suitable for 
the purpose in view could be purchased for 
less than £600, and sanctioned the purchase 
of the car at an inclusive price not exceeding 
that amount. - In giving authority, the 
Department of- Finance made it clear tliat 
the sur of £600 was to cover the entire cost, 
and that the sanction was conditional upon 
the fulfilment of certain other requirements 
in regard to the type of car to be purchased. 

‘Notwithstanding the sttictly limited 
Sanction given by the Department of Fin- 
ance, additional parts were subsequently 
purchased for the car at a cost of £17 with- 
out the sanction of the Department of 
Finance being applied for. After full inquiry, 
the Committee desires to make the following 
comments on the transaction: (1) That the

MINISTERS’ .ALLOWANCES. 


With ¥égard fó travelling allowances to the 
Ministet’ for External Affairs, which was 
Yaised before the Committee by the Auditor- 
Genéral, the report states :— 

““In taking. @vidénce on the rates of sub- 
tistence allowed when on duty owtside the 
Saorstat, the attention of the Committee was 
édlled. to a variation in the rates allowed 
to .Ministers. - Under an. authority of 1924 
the maximium rate for Ministers while in 
London was fixed at £5 ós. Od. a night. 
Subséquently, ón the 14th January, 1926,-the 
Minister for Finance addressed a circular 
letter to his colleagués, éxpréssing the opinion 
that the rate should be £2 2s. Od. All 
Ministers except oné assented, and in his case 
subsistence has béeén claithed at the old rate 
of .£3 3s, Gd, In -the special’ case of this 
Minister the Committée réadil¥ uriderstands 
that circumstances may arise which would 
render the lower rate of £2 2s. Od. inadequate 
upon. certain orcasions:. The Committee, 
however, was not required to investigate this 
aspect of the matter, but rather to determine 
whéther the circular letter above referred to 
had the full fórce and effect of a depart- 
mental regulation, or whether it was a mere 
expression of opinion, atid, as such, to be 
ndhered to or disregarded, at the personal 
discretion of the Ministers and accounting 
officers concerned. 

“ After careful Com- 


consideration. the 


most sympathetic consideration should be 
given by all Ministers, nevertheless it can- 
not be held in itself to constitute a depart- 
mental refulation.’’ 

The Commiitteé deals at length with the 
tase of an ex-officer, who was awarded: a 
pension of £211, :

Sist August, 1921, and the officer thereby 
secured the advantage afore-mentioned. |} 
was also arranged that. in the circumstances 
then prévalling, he should continue on in his 
post, but in a temporary capacity, and upon 
a strictly non-pensionable basis, so far as 
the petidd of service subsequent to his 
nominal rétirement was concerned. A stiper- 
affiuation allowance of £620 per annum, plus 
an additional jump sum of £1,728, based on 
bis actual service of 21 years, was awarded 
to the offieer by the British Treasury, 

‘The lump sum was paid to him at the 
date of his retirement, August, 1921, and, as 


employed civil servant, to discharge the 
duties of his former post, at his former salary 
of £1,800, plus appropriate bonus, but on a 
strictly non-pensionable basis. His pension 
did not begin to run until Ist July, 1922; 
when his period of re-employment ended. The 
position, therefore, at the date of the Treaty 
was that this officer's pension had already 
been fixed and awarded by the British 
Government, that he was not then regarded 
as a ‘ transferred’ officer under the ‘Treaty, 
and that his re-empléymént in a ge tt 
capacity did not @ntitle him to any further 
pension from the Sadrstat Government,

CIVIL AIRMEN. 


Latest statistics Of the operations during 
last year of British light aeroplane clubs. 
collected by Major Oliver Stewart, demon- 
strate in no uncertain fashion the importance 
of these organisations in the growth of 
aviation. 

In round figures, the number of flying 
club members is now 7,00U, and club aero- 
planes total about one hundred. The highest 
aggregate of flying “hours is recorded by 
National Flying Services, whose machines 
flew in 1930 no fewer than 143,143 hours, 
but this figure, achieved by a big organisa- 
tion controlling several clubs ard interested 
in other fiying activities, is not strictly com- 
parable with the records of individual clubs. 
Nevertheless the flying time is notable, 
represeting, at a conservative estimate, one 
million miles of distance covered.
